STATEMENT OF THE OFFENSE U.S. DISTOOT COURT 

Pursuant to Fed. R. Cr. P. 1 1, defendant Piotr Oriowski agrees and stipulates as follow^: 
V From August 2004, through March 28, 2005, Piotr Oriowski worked as a teller at 

; Wachovia Bai^ located at 1300 I Street in Northwest, Washington, D.C., a jEinancial institution 
- dpdf ating in the District of Columbia with deposits insured by the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation. As a teller, Mr. Oriowski had access to the branch's inventory of traveler's checks. 

On about December 20, 2004, in the District of Columbia, Mr. Oriowski embezzled 
^$4^00 in American Express traveler's checks from the inventory at Wachovia Bank. Mr, 
;;; Oriowski later deposited these stolen traveler's checks into his personal account at Bank of 
America. Mr. Oriowski also made false entries on the branch's inventory control record in an 
effott to conceal his theft of the checks. 

Before the embezzlement was discovered by Wachovia Bank or law enforceitient, Mr. 
v:, tMowski admitted his embezzlement to Wachovia Bank officials. He was then interviewed by 
the batik's security investigators on March 31, 2005. Mr. Oriowski confessed orally and in 
writing, and agreed to make restitution payments to Wachovia Bank. On April 13, 2005, Special 
Agents with the FBI interviewed Mr. Oriowski, who again confessed to the embezzlement. 
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In all, through this embezzlement scheme, Wachovia Bank lost $4,000, However, 
Wachovia Bank recovered $1,462.01 from Mr. Orlov^^ski. Thus, Wachovia Bank currently has an 



outstanding balance of $2,537.99.
